Arendtsville Takes Gettysburg

Adams county had two represent­ 
atives in the third annual Franklin 
and Marshall Inter-Scholastics at Lan­ 
caster on Saturday, the schools being 
Arendtsville Vocational and Bigler­ 
ville High. Both teams were in class 
C high schools and competed against 
Oxford, Newark, Del., Gutaulanee Vo­ 
cational, 
Manheim 
High, Downing­ 
town, East Greenville, Hamburg, Red 
Lion, Millersburg and Kutztown. 
Biglerville won on the relay event, 
covering the mile in 3:45 which was 
three seconds faster than the Class 
B runners. 
After the first lap, there 
was no chance for Biglerville to lose. 
Burtner ran even with East Green­ 
ville until the finish and he lost in 
passing the baton. 
Taylor gained

Although Gettysburg’s track and 
field athletes were nosed out by Coach 
Forrest E. Graver’s brawny men from 
Dickinson in the fifth annual Central 
Pennsylvania track and field meet at 
Island 
Park, 
Harrisburg, 
Saturday 
afternoon, Coach Doyle R. Leather's 
Orange and Blue team furnished the 
individual star of the afternoon. 
Walter Jones, who was graduated 
from Frankford High School, Phila­ 
delphia, last February, and who now 
is a member of the Freshman class 
at Gettysburg, was the outstanding 
star, turning in three first places and 
a second. 
Samuel Templin, Reading 
high product, and Dickinson’s crack 
all-round athlete, was a close second 
with lo points to his credit. 
The Carlisle stars ran up a total of 
6 3 
points, thereby winning the fifth 
annual conference honors for the sec­ 
ond 
consecutive 
time. 
Gettysburg 
was second with 38 points, followed 
by Bucknell with 29% and Muhlen­ 
berg with 23. 
Five conference records were shat­ 
tered 
and 
one equaled, 
despite 
a 
strong wind, which was blowing, across 
the track. 
Ellis Robinson, of Muhlenberg, shat- 
tered the first record when he won the 
class A 440-yard race in the fast time 
of 51 3-5 seconds. 
The former mark, 
set last year by W. L. Josephs, of 
Bucknell, wras 53 2-5 seconds. 
Sam Templin, Dickinson’s great all- 
around athlete, twice equaled the con­ 
ference mark of 16 4-5 seconds for the 


1 2 0 high hurdles, sharing the mark 
with Reinertz, of Muhlenberg. 
After breaking the 440-yard mark, 
Robinson outstepped all rivals in the 
half-mile race, breaking the tape in 


2 minutes 5 seconds. 
The old mark I 
of 2 minutes 7 seconds was made by 
L. A. Phillips, of Gettysburg. 
Elbert Harter, the Dickinson field 
star, furnished a surprise by breaking 
the discus record with a heave of 126 
feet 4% inches. The former record of 
114 feet 8 * 4 inches was held by Paten, 
of Ursinus.

GOVERNOR SMITH’S 
MOTHER IS DEAD 


Dies of Pneumonia; Son Is Call 
ed To Bedside 'Too 
Late.

New' York, May 19.—Mrs. Catherine 
Smith, mother of Governor 
Smith, 
who had suffered from pneumonia for 
several weeks, died Sunday night at 
the home of her daughter in Brooklyn. 
Governor Smith was not at 
th® 
deathbed. 
He was reached at Abse­ 
con, New Jersey, by telephone and left 
there immediately for Brooklyn 
M rs. Smith's condition suddenly be­ 
came worse Sunday afternoon. E ar­ 
lier in the day she seemed to have 
been improving. 
Born On East Side 
Mrs. Smith was born on the lower 
East Side 72 years ago. 
She spent 
her girlhood, married and reared her 
children there. 
Her husband. Alfred 
Emanuel Smith, died in 1886, when 
the present Governor was 13. 
Tho 
widow lived in the neighborhood Until 
11)02, when she went to Brooklyn to 
live with her daughter, Mary, wife of 
John J. Glynn. 
The success of her son in public life 
was a source of the greatest pride of 
Mrs. Smith. 
A deep bond if attach­ 
ment existed between them. 
The Governor for many years made 
it a point to visit his mother on Sun­ 
days, when she used to cook an old­ 
fashioned dinner for him. 
Governor’s Solicitude 
The Governor had been at her bed­ 
side during much of her last illness, 
having gone away for a short rest at 
A bseeen—when—his 
mother 
showed 
strong ‘signs of returning health. 
Mrs. Smith was a devout Catholic 
and rarely missed mass. 
Besides the Governor 
and 
Mrs. 
(Hynn, she leaves 
1 2 grandchildren 
and three great-grandchildren. 
Five 
of the grandchildren are the sons and 
daughters of the Governor.
